There ere » few key positions In the Central Intelligence Agency 
which ce» he filled meet effectively, indeed can only he filled effec- 
tively, by selected officer* of the Armed Services* Although i have 
a quota c*f personnel from each of these Services* I am unable to 
obtain, for these- few key positions, officers &t the training and ex- 
perience which l require, as this training and experience is usually 
acquired only by rather aenis-r officers whose numbers an the active 
list are limited* The e-hvibu# solution is to employ professionally 
and physically qualified retired officer®, but the so -called dual 
compensation statutes make It Impossible Car me t» obtain the 
service* of any -of these who are released for reason# other than 
for physical disability* and physical disability w-uld in moat cases 
be a disqualifying defect from the CIA paint of view. Thus the Govern 
meni Is preeluded from utilising la ®. very Important field the services 
:>i certain highly qualified individual# in whose training the United 
States has a very considerable investment and who are capable of 
performing highly important functi on of particular concern to this 
Agency by reason of each training. 

I era faced with an Immediate need for the services of certain 
peculiarly well qualified retired officers* as well a* same who are 
just reaching the retirement age. Their assistance* particularly in 
these times, will c institute a contribution at the greatest importance 
t* our work, nut only in certain operational and technical fields, but 
also in estimates af foreign military potential*.

Stat. 205, as amended, 5 UisC A 42, or any ether law prohibiting 
tee employment of any retired commissioned or warrant officer 
■»f the Armed Services* the Agency is hereby authorised to empl y 
and t pay the compensation :.t net mere than fifteen retired 
officers or warrant officers of the Armed oer vices while perform- 
ing service for the agency » but while so serving such retired 
officer will be entitled to receive only the compensation of his 
position with the .gency, or his retired pay, whichever he may elect. 
(2) Nothing in this Section shall limit sr affect the appointment 
of, and payment of compensation to retired officers not presently 
or hereafter prohibited by law Provided that, upon such appoint- 
ment* officers retired for injuries ar incapacity incurred in line 
of duty may, in addition t the elections set forth above, elect to 
receive, in addition to his retired pay, annual compensation at a 
rate equal to the amount by which the compensation of his position 
with the Agency exceeds his retired pay. - 
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
